Log-rolling Cannot Interfere with 
Their Proper Development—The 
House Committee Agrees to 

Take Necessary Action. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 


(Special Dispatch.) Oakland and San 
Pedro harbors will both receive good 


gress. They will not be given the large 
appropriations asked for, but the im- 
provements on both harbors will be 
placed under the continuing-contract 
system. This has been agreed to by 
the House Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors. To those who are not ac- 
quainted with the continuing-con- 
tract system it might appear that the 
committee was giving California the 
short end of the deal, as generally has 
been the case in previous Congresses, 


but an insight into its workings will 


prove that nothing better could be 
asked for all improvements desired on 
California rivers and harbors than that 
be put under this same scheme. 

The great advantage of having work 
put under what has come to be known 
as the continuing-contract system is 
that it does away with the pulling and 
hauling which is necessary every two 
years when the River and Harbor Bill 


propriation for any sort of river or 
harbor improvements. .Once the pro- 
ject is adopted by the government by 
a vote of Congress and made a per- 
manent scheme, the work goes on prac- 


tically of its own motion. The officers | -

work in the great Sundry Civil Appro- 
priation Bill. This is the largest and 
most important of all the government’s 
budget of expenditures and carries mil- 
lions of dollars with it for the work 
which the government has contracted 
to have done. For example, all public 
buildings, postoffices and courthouses 
are paid for with money carried in this 
bill, and when a river or harbor im- 
provement project is placed under the 
continuing-contract system it receives 
the same treatment. 

As soon as the money which Congress 
appropriates becomes available, that is 
to say, when the fiscal year next ensu- 
ing begins, contracts are made for im- 
provement just as any contract would 
be made. Advertisements are inserted 
in the newspapers asking for bids on 
the work and the contract is awarded 
to whoever may be the successful bid- 
der. Once the work is started it goes 
on uninterruptedly to the end, there be- 
ing. of course, a limit of cost which 
must not be exceeded. The project thus 
adopted by the government has to a 
certain extent the right-of-way over 
many other expenditures, 

Happy the community whose river or 
herbor is thus taken under the protec- 
tion of a permanent government con- 
tract. It means to the people a better 
and more economical use of money 
which Congress has awarded them, and 
relieves them of that bugbear of fear 
that some log-rolling scheme may go on 
in Congress which shall shut them out 
from a fair share of the money which 
Uncle Sam spends in opening and mak- 
ing navigable the harbor or waterways 
of the country. 


TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION. 


The New Rate Schedule Takes Effect 
Next Month. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


managers of the transcontinental rail- 
roads have been meeting at the Windsor 
Hotel for three days, and it is expected 
that they will complete arrangements 
for the reorganization of the Trans- 
continental Traffic Association today.

HE JUST “STOMPED” ON REER 


FIRED ON OUR CONSUL. 


PARTICULARS OF THE AFFAIR AT 
ST. JOHN. 


President Cleveland to Send a Mes- 

gage to Congress Showing the 

of Damage to American 
Interests in Cuba—Intervention 
Expected. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
NEW YORK, March 20.—Felix Taus- 
sig, one of the isengers on the 
steamer Gambria; which arrived yes- 
terday from St. John, Porto Rico, and 
“who told of the firing on United States 
Hell by Spanish soldier, on 
speaking further about the affair today, 
said: 


“When Consul Hall asked Gov.-Gen. 
Marin for an explanation of the oc- 
currence, the Governor told him with a 
smile on his face that the shot was 
fired at a woman who was looking over 
the wall, at the side of the public high- 
way, into the prison. Marin asserted 
that it was the rule of the prison for 
the guards to fire upon any person 
looking over the wall. The wall is but 
four feet high and a person passing 
along. the street could not well help 
seeing the prison yard, so that the ex- 
planation vouchsafed by Gen. Marin did 
not satisfy Consul Hall, who thinks 
the shot was fired at him intentionally. 

“Mr. Hall says that only a few mo- 
ments before the shot was fired he saw 
an officer of the prison walk out to the 
guard and apparently give him some 
instructions. He says that since he 
has been at St. John there has been no 
shot fired from the prison, although 
numerous persons Jhave stood in the 
street and looked over the wall into 
the prison yard.” 

Taussig said that the feeling against 

mericans was very strong in St. John 

cause there were many Spaniards at 
the capital city. The feeling in other 
parts of the island is in sympathy with 
the Americans and against the rule of 
the Spanish. On the morning after the 
news reached Porto Rico that Congress 
was about to recognize the Cubans, 
handbills in Spanish were distributed 
broadcast in Ponce and St. John, call- 
ing upon the people to hold demonstra- 
tions against the American consuls in 
those cities. Consul Hall protested to 
Gov.

DAMAGE TO AMERICAN INTER- 
ESTS. 


CHICAGO, March 20.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says that 
President Cleveland will send a mes- 
sage on Cuba to the Senate early next 
week, probably on Monday. It wil. be 
an answer to the resolution offered by 
Senator Hoar, calling upon the Presi- 
dent for any further information in 
the possession of the State Department 

lating to the Cuban question, partic- 
— with reference to the effect of 
the war on American interests. : 

The message will show that the prop- 
erty of American citizens in Cuba has 
been damaged and destroyed by the 
operations of insurgents and of the 
Spanish to the extent of about $30,000,- 
000. Secretary Olney has had prepared 
for their transmission to the Senate 
with this message, a mass of docu- 
ments in correspondence with United 
States consuls in Cuba since Febru- 
ary 1, when the last message on this 
— was sent in. 

The American citizens in Cuba have 
been filing their claims with the 
United States consuls during the last 
few months, and they have been com- 


rate of one or two a day recently. The 
claims are for all kinds of damages 
inflicted on property and crops of the 
American noncombatants. hey are 
for the destruction of crops, machinery 
and buildings, and the seizures. of 
horses, cattle and all kinds of animals 
and fowls which have been taken by the 
soldiers of one side or the other. The 
Spanish soldiers have, it is said, com- 
mitted at least as many of the minor 
depredations as the insurgents, if not 
more. The * amount of the claims 
has resulted from the destruction of

TIME FOR INTERVENTION. 

CHICAGO, March 20.—A special to 
the Times-Herald from Washington 
says that the impression strengthens in 
official. circles that Spaln has made a 
failure of it in Cuba, and that the re- 
bellion cannot be suppressed in any 
other way than by wearing it out. 
That the campaign in Cuba is nearly at 
an end so far as this winter is con- 
cerned, is now apparent. The rainy 
season will set in soon, and then mili- 
tary operations of a serious nature will 
have to end. 

Up to this time Gen. Weyler has made 
no substantial progress from a military 
point of view, and there is little reason 
to hope that he will accomplish any- 
thing in the short time remaining for 
field work. Moreover, and this is a 
condition of affairs for which Presi- 
dent Cleveland has been waiting, there 
are many indications that the Spanish 
authorities are despairing of success. 


It is freely predicted by officials here.

CABANAS IN ASHES. 

NEW YORK, March 20.—A Herald 
special from Havana says that the 
town of Cabanas, on the north coast 
of Pinar del Rio, has been reduced to 
ashes by the insurgents. It had 1500 


‘inhabitants, churches, a town hall and 


two schoolhouses. The rebels are re- 
ported to have four camps in that im- 
mediate vicinity. The insurgents are 
forming a special corps to operate in 


‘the country districts. 


The Central Committee of the 
formist -party, which numbers forty, 
was called to meet, but only eight re- 
sponded.

The vote stood 
180 to 71 in favor of the first resolu- 
tion and 191 to 59 in favor of the second, 
Five Republicans broke away from 
party lines and voted against the reso- 
lution of censure, and six Democrats 
‘voted for it. All the Republicans and 
nine Democrats voted for the second 
resolution. Mr. Willis, a Republican 
from Mr. Bayard’s State, made a speech 
in opposition to the first resolution, 
and Mr. Bailey of Texas, a Democrat, 
not only endorsed the resolutions, but 
declared that a man who delivered such 
utterances as Mr. Bayard had at Bos- 
ton, Eng., was unworthy to represent 
the United States anywhere or at any 
time.

CHICAGO TO CANADA. 


A Long Walk Which is Not Made on 
a Waser.

Fire Quarters in Action. 

(Harper's Weekly:) Fire!l—a start- 
ling cry at all times, but one which at 
sea adds tenfold significance to the 
dread „ and brings terror to the 
heart of the bravest and shakes the 
nerves of the strongest. Accustomed 
as is the man-o’-war’s man ‘to the fre- 
quently-recurring call to fire quarters, 
thoroughly drilled as he is to fight the 
all-destroying element, and to meet 
danger, ever possible in spite of most 
careful precaution and untiring vizgi- 
lance, I doubt that the sudden fire-call 
ever sounds through crowded ship 
without a startled, if momentary, 
quickening of blood and brain in res- 
ponse to the summons. And the sum- 
mons may come at any time, day or 
night; and when it comes no man of 
all the crew knows whether it be 
simply for exercise in the drill or for 
a real struggle for the safety of his 
floating home, aye, perhaps for his 
very Hfe. When the crew of Cincin- 
nati, not long ago, rushed to their sta- 
tions when the fierce fire was eating 
into the very vitals of the ship, when 
the steel walls of the magazine—filled 
with explosives, the first touch of fire 
to which would rend asunder beam and 
bulkhead and send ship and crew into 
the waiting arms of Davy Jones— 
‘glowed and bent with heat, not a man 
wavered, none shrank from the ordeal, 
though the fight was long and the dan- 
ger appalling. Pluck and cou , 
bred of discipline and training, told, 
and the good ship was saved. 

The breaking out of fire on shipboard 
during an action has been a frequent 
episode of naval battles ever since 
ship met ship in deadly conflict. One 
would think that with the disappear- 
ance of the “woden walls“ from the 
seas, and the substitution in their place 
of the great steel ships of modern na- 
vies, the added danger of fire to the 
other horrors of battle would be greatly 
diminished.

PROMPT ACTION NECESSARY. 


As noted in yesterday’s issue by the 
Washington correspondent of The 
Times, the acrimonious fight against 
the Pacific Railroad Funding Bill, 

_ waged chiefly from San Francisco, has 
had an opposite effect from that in- 


tended by those waging it. Some Con-. 


gressmen are incensed at being bom- 
barded with circulars and letters,charg- 
ing all who favor the funding scheme 
with bribery and other crimes. Added to 
this, the fact that thousands of letters 
have been received by Congressmen 
from Southern Pacific attaches and 
- friends, urging the passage of the fund- 
ing measure, has had a decided effect 
favorable to the scheme. The corre- 


spondent is of opinion that the bill 


may be defeated, if its opponents will 
go to work in a systematic, dispassign- 
ate manner, with quiet determination, 
unaccompanied by acrimony and blus- 


This is probably true. Furious and 


wordy denunciation of Huntington, of 


the Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
and of everybody known to favor the 
funding scheme, or suspected of favor- 
ing it, will have no effect in defeating 
that obnoxious measure. The indis- 


criminate abuse of Congressmen and | 


Senators because some of them favor 

the bill, is both ill-advised and mis- 
chievous. Such tactics should be aban- 
doned forthwith. 

The present indications are that if 
the Pacific Railroad Funding Bill 
passes Congress, it will pass by reason 
of the misdirected zeal of its opponents 
on the one hand and their apathy on 
the other. The promoters of the 
measure are active, well-organized and 


alert. They are leaving no expedient 


untried to secure the passage of this 
bill. They are working quietly but un- 
ceasingly, and are putting in their 
work where it will do the most good.“

Some days ago, at a meeting of di- 
rectors of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, resolutions denouncing the 
Funding Bill were voted down, the vote 
standing 9 to 5. Thereupon an ap- 
peal was taken from the vote of the 
directors to the Chamber of Commerce 
as a whole. Thus the matter rests. 
But thus it should not be permitted to 

rest longer. The sentiments of a large 
majority of members of the Chamber 
of Commerce are undoubtedly in accord 
with those of the people of Southern 
California and of the State at large. 
As a representative body of citizens, 
the Chamber of Commerce should, and 
undoubtedly does, reflect the senti- 
ments of the community, whose inter- 
ests it was organized to serve, on this 
-important question. It is desirable, 
therefore, that action should be taken 
in the premises as soon as possible, in 
order that the record of such action 


may be forwarded to Washington. The 


sentiments of the people at large can 
best be conveyed to Congress through 
such representative bodies as our 
Chamber of Commerce. It is the duty 
of such organizations to serve in all 
honorable ways the interests of fhe 
public which supports them. The Los 
Angeles Chamber of ‘Commerce can 
serve this community in no more ac- 
ceptable manner than by passing reso- 
lutions vigorously denouncing the Pa- 
cific funding iniquity, and demanding 
that it be voted down in Congress. 
Such action would meet the hearty. ap- 


pProval of nine-tenths of the people of 


Southern California, and would unques- 
tionably have weight in Congress. 
Other commercial and industrial or- 
ganizations would do well to pass sim- 
ilar resolutions. And individuals who 
have acquaintances in either house of 
Congress should write personal letters 
setting forth the true state of public 
sentiment on this Coast in opposition 
to the funding scheme. Let everything 
be done that can be done to prevent 
the consummation of this iniquity. 


FACTS ABOUT EXPORTS, 


The farmers of the country will be 
interested in somé figures and facts 
which Representative Heatwole of 
Minnesota recently presented in the 
House, showing the effect of the new 
tariff upon their prosperity as compared 
with the McKinley tariff. He showed 
that the McKinley tariff increased the 
duty on barley from 2 cents per bushel 
to 30 cents per bushel, and, as a re- 
sult, the importations of barley fell 
from 10,000,000 bushels to less than 
2,000,000 bushels. During the time that 
the McKinley law was in operation the 
farmers of the United States increased 
their barley production 15,000,000 
bushels, the increase in a single year 
being worth $6,000,000 to the farmers 
of the country. Heretofore Canada has 
been our greatest competitor in the 
barley market, but since the repeal of 


die McKinley law the Russians have 


begun sending their barley into this 
country. In addition to this the Cana- 
dian government is offering every in- 
ducement to settlers in the section ad- 


west of the Dakotas, where the condi- 


favorable. 
In the year following the enactment 
of the McKinley law, the importations 


of barley fell off one-half, by reason of. 


the increased duty upon that article. 
They continued to fall year By year, 
until in the last year of the McKinley 
law the importations amounted to less 
than 1,000,000 bushels. In the very 
first year of the Wilson law, however, 
the importations of barley increased 
200 per cent. The increase in the im- 
ports of other articles since the repeal 
of the McKinley law has been equally 
great. In seeds the importations 
doubled in the first year after the re- 
peal of the McKinley law; breadstuffs 
increased 75 per cent.; in hay there was 
an increase of 200 per cent.; in feathers. 
an increase of 400 per cent.; in hemp 
an increase of 1000 per cent.; in wool 
‘an increase from $6,107,438 to $33,- 
770,159. 

Mr. Heatwole, in his remarks upon 
this subject, makes some interesting 
suggestions about the effect upon our 
export trade of the repeal of the Mc- 
Kinley law. Upon this subject he 
says: | 

“So much has been said in the past 
by Democratic orators on the stump 
and in the halls of Congress concern- 
ing the great results that would accrue 
to American agriculturists by free trade 
or a reduction of duties, by reason of 
an increased demand for American 
products, that some figures on this line 
are pertinent. “Throw open your ports 
to the world, and you will capture the 
markets of the world,’ they have as- 
serted time and again. We have tried 
that long enough to see how it works: 
The following table shows what has 
deen the result, so far as the exports 

of many agricultural products are con- 
cerned. The figures given are for the 
year ended June 30, 1894, under a Re- 
publican tariff and the year ended June 


30, 1895, under the Democratic tariff:

As played by James O’Neill, the vet- 


eran tragedian, who speech and ges- 


ture yet have in them the qualities 
that thrill and stir th blood, °’Vir- 
ginius” is all that Sheridan Knowles 
intended of him. The story of the Ro- 
man centurian, possessed of a child, a 
rare and beautiful maiden, between 
whom and her father exists filial love 
of the deepest sort, love that is only 
excelled by the affection felt for the 
girl—Virginia—and the manly youth 
betrothed to her, from both of whom 
she is torn to satisfy the lust of a Ro- 
man ruler, who is only balked of his 
design by the sharp steel of a wea- 
pon plunged into the heart of his 
daughter by Virginius—that is tragedy 
so thorough that as tragedy its story 
has not been, nor can be, excelled. 

O’Nelill’s conception of ‘“Virginius” 
has been described and praised with- 
out stint in the past, and his presen- 
tation of the part rather improves 
with age. His full, melodious voice, his 
splendid presence and spirited reading 
of the lines in ‘‘Virginius” are all that 
could be wished by the most exact- 
ing, and leave nothing to be desired. In 
the scenes where the feeling of a father 
forced to look upon the attempted dis- 
honor of his only child, are required to 
be portrayed, O’Neill’s work almost 
approaches the boundary of that realm 
described by the magic, and so often 
misused word—genius. If not that, 
O’Neill is certainly the most acceptable 
actor in the part of Virginius on the 
stage at the present time. 

Of his support in the play, there can 
be said with:truth what may not be of 
more pretentious organizations. It is 
ample and satisfactory: in almost every 
role of the entire cast. The work of 
Miss Florence Rockwell, as Virginia, 
the sweet girl whose life is sacrific 
at her father’s hand to save that which 
she and he esteemed dearer than life 
is. finished to a degree, and w 
with sufficient realism to almost bring 
the ready tear from the spectator who 
follows her passage from the bliss of 
betrothal to the agony of abduction;

SAN BERNARDINO, March 20.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) Careful inquiry 
about this county shows an almost uni- 
versal support of McKinley for the 
Presidency, Members of the County 
Republican Club, just organized, who 
are supposed to be the most active 
party workers, declare themselves un- 
equivocally for the Ohio statesman, if 
they put themselves on record at all, 
or if more reticent, declare that they 
Will be fully satisfied with his nomina- 
tion. The great ‘majority of Republi- 
cans are enthusiastically for him, and 
few are opposed to him. 

Tf there is such a thing as Democracy 
in San Bernardino county today, it is 
not in evidence. There is no organiza- 
tion, there is no newspaper represen- 
tative. Even the sidewalk politicians 
have been driven into their holes. 

It would be surprising if the causes 
were not so conspicuous, the change 
which has taken place in public senti- 
ment touching protection. It is but a 
few brief years since knots of men as-.

had an overwhelming majority. But 
now all that has passed away. The 
doctrine of Hamilton and Clay and 
Blaine and McKinley has supreme com- 
mand of the field.

WANT RECIPROCITY. 

The Millers of the Country Making 

Out a Strong Case. 

The millers of the country are making 
an earnest effort before Congress for a 
return to the reciprocity features of the 
McKinley tariff law. They have made 
an appeal to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House, but one of their 
leading representatives was at the Sen- 
ate end of the Capitola few days ago, 
making an examination of the records 
of the exportations under the period 
covered by the reciprocity arrange- 
ments. Most of these went into effect 
in 1891-2, and their operations therefore 
are shown by the figures of the fiscal 
year 1891, compared with those of the 
years which followed. These are being 
studied by the millers, and will be laid 
before the committee of Congress in 
the hope that some action may yet be 
obtained at this session. It is shown, 
for instance, that in three ~ countries 
alone, Cuba, Brazil and Porto Rico, the 
exports of flour increased steadily from 
964,800 barrels in the year in which the 
reciprocity agreements were made, un- 
til they had practically doubled when 
the McKinley law was repealed and 
reciprocity was wiped out. In the fis- 
‘cal year which ended sixty days before 
the McKinley law was repealed the ex- 
ports of flour to the three countries 
named was 1,783,946 barrels. In the 
-year which followed, however, ten 
months of which were under the Wilson 
law, the exports of flour to these three 
countries fell to 1,273,208, while in the 
calendar year just ended, all of which 
was under the Wilson law, they fell to

ment of its passage. The February 
receipts, instead of producing a sur- 
plus of $127,840.42, produced a deficit 
for that month of $690,728.03. The offi- 
cial statement of the Treasury Depart- 
ment for the month shows that the re- 
ceipts were, as stated by the Herald, 
$26,059,228.42, but that the expenditures 
were $26,749,956.45. Even had the ex- 
penditures been what the Herald esti- 
mated, and a surplus of $127,000 been 
made in Febru by reason of the 
small expenditures, it would not have 
been any argument in favor of the suc- 
cess of the Wilson law. On the con- 
trary, the law fell during February a 
round $100,000 a day short of the aver. 
age daily receipts during the present 
fiscal year. ‘The average daily receipts 
during February were $898,594, and the 
average daily expenditures during the 
fiscal year up to this time have been 
$998,239. So, if the government re- 
ceipts continue to run at the enormous 
rate, about which the Herald is so de- 
lighted, the yearly deficiency will 
amount to about $36,000,000. It has 
averaged more than that up to this 
time since the Wilson law went into 
effect. The total deficiency since the 
law went into effect, August 28, 1894, 
has been, in round numbers, $75,000,000, 
or an average of $130,000 per day. In 
fact, there has not been a February 
in the last ten years in which the re- 
ceipts were as small as those of Febru- 
ary, 1896, until the Democratic Con- 
gress began its destruction of the Mc- 
Kinley law. It may be interesting tu 
see what the February record is during 
the present decade as to receipts. It 
is as. follows:

On the other hand, the 
two months of Fe in which the 
Wilson law has been in operation 
should have proven exceptionaliy good 
ones in the matter of receipts, for the 
woolen schedule of the Wilson law 
had only been in effect one month 
when the first February under the act 
began. and the importations for the 
second February under that act were 
stimtlated by the prospect’ that the

The Board of Public Works made. a 
ruling yesterday that hereafter no bids 


A number ot 
important matters relating to street 
improvements, were acted upon by the 
board. The Street Superintendent has 
notified the Council that an electric 
company in the southwestern part of 
the city is conducting operations with- 
out a municipal franchise.

MUST BE SIGNED. 


Board of Public Works Burnt’? and 
| Dreads the Fire. 

The experience which the Board of 
Public Works is having with J. N. 
Long, the Main-street paving contrac- 
tor, in the matter of unsigned bids, is 
80 very disagreeable that the board 
proposes to prevent the possibility of 
a Tepetition of the experience. Here- 
after any bidder on work for the city 
will sign the bid he files, or the said 
bid will be thrown out. 

This ruling was made yesterday 
morning ‘when the bids to improve St. 
Louis street came before the Board of 
Public Works for consideration. The 
lowest bid to do the work was from 
Contractor Palmer, but the bid was 
not signed. Said Councilman Kingery: 
“I think we have had enough of un- 
signed bids. I move that hereafter no 
proposals be received to which the bid- 
der’s signature is not attached.” The 
suggestion was regarded with favor 
by the rest of the board members, and 
the motion was adopted. Mr. Palmer 
was present and offered to sign his bid 
but was not allowed to do so, the con- 
tract being awarded to George Rein- 
schild, at $2.05 per lineal foot, for the 
work complete, 

The lengthy petition signed by 600 
property-owners, asking that East 
Fourth street be opened, was consid- 
ered by the board, and the following

enough in every case to penetrate fif- 
teen feet or more into the water-bearing 
land. Judge Chapman, for the. de- 
fense, questioned the witness closely, 
examining him on the subject of the 
accuracy of his profile maps. Finally 
Mr. Dunn agreed to stipulate that noth- 
ing on the map was positively accurate 
except the surface level, and the water- 
plane. As there is little or nothing else 
on the map that any bearing on 
the case, the wily City Attorney was 
perfectly safe in allowing this point. 
Mr. Compton continued on the stand all

Mr. Eaton also gave it as his. opinion 
that the surface flow was merely sus- 
tained above ground by the upward 
pressure of the water in saturation be- 
low the sumface. All the waters in the 
river bed and all under it are part of 
the Los Angeles River. 

If the evidence of Mr. Eaton can be 
‘properly supported, its importance is 
very great, as it is practically a con- 
fession of the ownership of the water 
in dispute by the city. Judge Shaw con- 
tinued the case until this morning at 
10 o’clock, 


THE PLUMBING ORDINANCE. 


William Henderson Convicted of Its 
Violation. 


William Henderson, the plumber who 
was fined $5 in the Police Court for vio- 
lation of the plumbing ordinance and 
appealed from the judgment to the Su- 
perior Court, was tried yesterday be- 
fore Judge Smith and convicted of hav- 
ing done.a defective job of plumbing, 
though the legal aspeet of the case has 
not yet been decided. 

Henderson, it is alleged, violated the 
plumbing ordinance by connecting a 
sewer pipe in a house on Burlington 
avenue without the proper vents. He 
used a patent trap of his own instead 
of those approved by the plumbing in- 
spector, who, in consequence, has re- 
fused to recognize his work. Not long 
ago he was arrested on the charge of 
having willfully violated the ordinance. 
In defense he advocated the efficacy of 
his trap, but Judge Smith has decided 
against it for the reason that the vent 
and waste pipe are one and the same. 
In His Honor's opinion, the method is 
bad, and he accordingly rendered a de- 
cision against Henderson as far as the 
facts were concerned. 

In the legal status of the affair it is 
not so easy to give an opinion. It looks 
rather as though the city ordinance 
which gives the whole matter of plumb- 
ing into the hands of the plumbing in- 
spector is at variance with the general 
statute which declares that the Board 
of Health alone has the say-so as to 
whether or not it is properly done. The 
question is now that of the validity of 
the ordinance, and whether or not it 
conflicts with the statute. 

An opinion upon the subject will soon 


be handed down by J udge Smith. 


TOUGH LITTLE THOMPSON. 


A Firebrand Sent to Whittier Re- 
form School. 


George Thompson, the youth who has 
acquired such an unenviable record for 
all-around toughness; yésterday pleaded 
gullty to two informations against him, 
one for burglary and one for grand lar- 
ceny, and was sent to Whittier for the 
term of his .minority. 

Thompson is an insignificant-looking 
youngster, plump-faced and tow-headed, 
with small features and a shifty expres- 
sion. He had the acuteness to assume 
a decorous and penitent attitude be- 
fore the court, and to look as small 
and young as possible when he swore 
that he would not be eighteen until next 
December. 

There being no way of proving the 
contrary, Judge Smith had no recourse 
but to send tim to Whittier, in spite of 
the fifteen charges of theft and bur- 
glary piled up agaimst him, and the fact 
that Assistant District Attorney Wil- 
liams declared that he was probably 
the worst boy in California, and that 
San Quentin was the only place for 
him 


The boy’s record has been pretty 
thoroughly aired in The Times already, 
and his criminal exploits are well 
known. The two charges selected from 
the many brought against him, as the 
basis of his commitment, 
theft of $150 worth of jewelry from A. 
J. Clogston, and burglary of the house 
of Adele A. Elliot.

THE SUPREME COURT, 


SUMMERLAND VS. BICKNELL. 


Question for the Legislature, Not fo 
the Court. 


The decision in the case gf Summer- 
land vs. Bicknell was sent down yester- 
day from the Supreme Court, which 
denies the prayer of the plaintiff: and 
dismisses the petition. This petition 
was by Theodore Summerland as As- 
sessor of Los Angeles county, for a 
writ of mandamus to Charles F. Bick- 
nell, as County Auditor, directing the 
latter to audit the accounts of the for- 
mer, and to allow him 15 per cent. on 
all State and road poli taxes, and 6 
per cent on all personal property taxes 
collected by the Assessor. In determin- 
ing the question the Supreme Court 
took,into considération only sections 


ernment Act, by which the several 
counties of the State aré classified ac- 
cording to their population, for the 
purpose of regulating the compensation 
of all officers, and, by that classifica- 
tion, Los Angeles is in the second class, 
and at present is the only county in 
that class. It is also provided that the 
salaries and fees mentioned in the act 
shall be in full for all services ren- 
dered by officers and their deputies and 
assistants, and that the principals must 
pay their own deputies except as other- 
wise provided in the act; but that the 
Assessor shall receive and retain for 
his own use 6 per cent on all personal 
property taxes collected by him, and 15 
per cent. on all State and road poll 
taxes, and also $5 for every 100 names of 
persons returned by him as subject to 
miitary duty. 

Then follows the proviso out ot 
which this litigation arises, and it is as 
follows: Provided, however, that in 
counties of the second class, the per- 
centage received by the assessor on poll. 
taxes and personal-property taxes, and 
also amounts allowed for returning 
names of persons subject to military 
duty and which, in counties of the 
other classes is allowed to the assessor 
as compensation, shall be paid by him 
into the county treasury, and no part

that this last proviso is unconstitu-

country. The total crop of Southern 
California is likely to be considerably 
less than the smallest estimates that 
were made early in the season, but the 
falling off in quantity will be more than 
equalized as to the total receipts by 
the increased prices that have been 
obtained in the latter part of the sea- 


son. 


Growers and dealers are already fig - 
uring on the crop of next season.

here. Now, however, this practice is 
criticised by H. M. Stringfellow of Gal- 
veston, Tex.,as being unprofitable in the 
end, for he thinks the annual tearing 
up of the roots of trees by cultivation 
necessarily curtails their longevity and 
fruiting qualities. Mr. Stringfellow, 
who is a practical fruit-grower, be- 
lieves that at planting, young trees 
should ‘have their roots vigorously 
pruned, and that too deep cultivation 
is sure to damage the orchard. In this 
connection he says in the Cobden, IIli- 
nois, Fruit Journal: 1 

“T will, in conclusion, briefly allude 
to a few other benefits from planting 
close root-pruned trees of all kinds 9 
ground plowed six inches or less (bét- 
ter less) and cultivating shallow im- 
mediately around the trees from the 
day they are set, and a few years later 
putting the whole ground down in 
some kind of grass, whatever may be 
best for different sections, mowing 
close at least until the fruit is gone, and 
top dressing annually with some form 


of peach trees standing where they 
came up in ‘this city, (Galveston, Tex.,) 
in a compact Bermuda sod that has 
been closely cut with a lawn mower 
for twelve years, that are today pic- 
tures of health and vigor. They have 
been moderately pruned, never failed 
of a heavy crop, never have been 
thinned, and yet the fruit is always 
large and fine. From time to time the 
lawn has been manured. Trees of this 
age that were set with long roots and 
plowed regularly afterward can no- 
where be shown in this whole section. 
In fact, six years is the utmost limit of 
the latter treatment, and the fruit is 
far inferior. 

“One great advantage of the above 
general system for all fruit trees is 
that no tree trunk will ever sunscald. 
This comes entirely from the inability 
of a tree grown from long roots and 
annually picwed, tos supply a free 
enough flow of sap during the hot and 
very dry weather to prevent stagna- 
tion and scald on the side exposed to 
the afternoon sun. A close root-pruned 
tree with roots will 
never fail to do this. 

A second advantage is that fruit 
grown on trees standing in firm soil 
will in rainy seasons be of far better 
eating and shipping qualities than that 
from trees whose roots are gorged with 
water in a deep, loose soil, no matter 
though well drained. This I know to 
be a fact. 5 

“A third advantage will be a great in- 
crease in the hardiness of all fruit trees 
in northern ‘latitudes. I am ‘confident 
all varieties, especially the peach, can 
be grown with perfect success where 
now they winter-kill every year. 
„A fourth and final advantage is a 
firm roadway for hauling out the fruit 
in wet weather.” 

Mr. Stringfellow’s ideas will doubt- 
less meet with much disapprobation 
among California horticulturists, but 


no harm can be done by a free discus- 


sion of this and other similar topics 


relating to the horticultural industry 
as it is carried on in California. Al- 


though Californians ‘have made won: 


derful advances in horticulture during 
the past twenty years we must not pre- 
sume to think that we have nothing

The Lot of the Southern California 
Farmer. 

There is a general complaint among 
farmers throughout the United States 
that prices of commodities which they 
raise are so low as to leave them little 
if any profit after paying their ex- 
penses. Wheat, corn, barley, oats, po- 
tatoes, tomatoes, cotton, wool and 
many other products that might be 
named have been selling at prices that 
leave the grower little if anything be- 
yond the bare cost of production, 

Here, in Southern California, owing 
to the favorabie climatic conditions, 
which permit the cultivation of crops 
that can be succeasfully raised in few 
other sections of the United States, the 
farmers have rot been so much affected 
by the hard tlines that prevail in less 
favored portions of the country. Still, 
even the Southern California farmer 
has reason to be dissatisfied with the 
low price of many products that he 
raises—a price that is not justitled by 
ciréumstances. In this State the low 
value of barley, and wheat, and rai- 
sins, and dried fruits, and other prod- 
ucts of which a specialty is made in 
California, has largely decreased the 
revenues of those who till the soil, and 
some of them, who, a few years, were 
in affluent circumstances, now declare 
that they are “hard up” and in some 
cases have to seek the assistance of 
the money-lender. 

The farmer in Southern California 
has, however, this great advantage 
over his eastern brother, that with 
moderate exertion and the exercise of 
ordinary judgment he is able to make 
a good living for himself and family on 
a plece of land that would be consid- 
ered small for a chicken ranch in the 
Eastern States, and that he does not 
have to suffer all the drawbacks of 
rigorous climate that prevail in the 
East. In these times of low prices for 
many Southern California products, 
which are doubtless only temporary, 
The Times would again call the atten- 
tion of its farming readers to the desir- 
ability of greater effort in the line of 
producing that which is consumed by 
the farmers themselves, so as to make 
them largely independent of prices that 
prevail for their chief- product, the re- 
oelpts from which. would then be to a 
great extent clear profit. 

The Southern California farmer, who, 
on five acres of irrigated land can 
raise all the pork, and chickens, ‘and 
eggs, and milk and butter, and cheese 
and honey, and vegetables, and fruit 
that a large family can consume in 
the course of a year, together witn ali 
the feed that is needed for a, couple 
of horses, a cow, half a dozen hogs and 
a couple of hundred chickens; certainly 
has no great cause to make serious 
complaint, if the remainder of his 
twenty acres yields him something less

large, with a more enlightened and 
statesmaniike administrative policy,

A horticulturist who 
buys all his vegetables, and milk, and 
butter, and hay, is not justified in 
complaining if he finds it hard to make 
more than a bare living. 


Does Orange-growing Pay? 


question is the subject of an animated 
discussion now going on in the press 
of Southern California, whose itors 
and contributors ought to be able to 
answer it if anybody can. Dr. M. 8. 
Jones of Santa Ana started it in the 
Los Angeles Times. He says orange- 
growing doesn’t pay. He says there is 
not a ten-acre orange grove in South- 
ern California that has netted an av- 
erage of $100 per acre for ten years 
past, all the boom literature to the 
contrary notwithstanding. To him re- 
sponds a Highland correspondent, his 
name not given, who says orange- 
Srowing pays like anything in the right 
places, of which, in his mind, Highland 
is evidently one, and intimates very 
strongly that the cool acean breezes 
and damp fogs which temper the sum- 
mer heat of Santa Ana are the occa- 
, Sion of the gloomy views of Dr. Jones. 
But he does not give the ten-year net 
returns called for by Dr. Jones, as, in- 
deed, he cannot from the Highland 
district, as the orange industry there 
is not old enough. The Times sums up 
the controversy very sensibly by say- 
ing what is certainly true, that orange- 
growing pays some people in some 
Piaces, and this is true of every indus- 
try in the world. 

But one point raised by Mr. Jones is 
worth bearing in mind, and that is 
the questioh of averages. Incalculable 
injury has been done to individuals by. 
the exhibition of unquestionably au- 
thentic evidence of enormous profits in 
single cases. It should be understood. 
by all that naked land is worth what- 
ever it will pay 5 per cent. interest 
upon, for, say, terms of twenty years. 
The English method of computing land 
vaives is to multiply their annual ren- 
tal by twenty or twenty-one, and in 
that country rentals are made upon 
lease for, usually, long terms of years. 
Whether orange-growing pays,“ there- 
fore, depends largely upon the esti- 
mated value of the land. If the busi- 
ness will pay 5 or 6 per cent. upon the 
land value, besides the same interest 
on the other capital invested and com- 
pounded from the start, beside paying 
for labor and superintendence, whether 
by the owner or otherwise, then it 
„pays in the mercantile, sense, and 
otherwise it does not. 

Tried by this standard it is very cer- 
tain that the fruit industries of the 
State, whether citrus or deciduous, do 


very many individual. cases they have 
done much more than that. In other 
words, some make money and some do 
not. But at the same time, balancing 
profits and losses, the citrus industry 
has been enormously profitable to 
Southern California, and will continue 
to be so. It has made the country what 
it is..And whether or not the industry 
will pay interest on what has been the 
assumed value of the land, or yield to 
those engaged in it the daily luxuries 
which they anticipated at the begin- 
ning, we. venture the assertion that 
there is no possible use to which the 
agricultural land of that part of the 
State could be put which would have 
brought half so much money into the 
country or distributed it so evenly. 


Salt for Animals. 
Quite a protracted discussion cha 
been carried on in the columns of the 
American Cultivator on the question as 
to whether animals do or do not need 
salt with their rations. Most of the 
correspondents take the affirmative 
side of the question, but in a late issue 
C. Stevens writes from Malone, N. T., 
‘on the other side of 
follows: 
„J want to say something further 
on the salt question, and hereafter will 
drop the subject. The article of Dr. 
I. H. Fisk, in your issue of the 15th 
inst., was entertaining and amusing, 
but not altogether logical, 


“No one disputes that ‘if chloride of 
sodium had been left out of the ocean’s 


earth.” This is no argument that it is 
necessary to be taken in a concen- 
trated form with food into the stomach 
as a condiment. If it is conducive to 
life and health nature would have dis- 
tributed it so all could have a taste. 
There are tribes of men and ani- 
mals without number that never get 
salt in bulk, as ‘deer licks’ are few and 
far between. He says, “Salt in the at- 
sphere is distributed in the air we 
breathe, and in the rain that falls, and 
the rivers that flow.’ 
“Now, it is supposed that the moist- 
ure in the atmosphere from evapora- 
tion, even on the ocean, is free from 
saline properties. Rain water caught at 
sea is fresh and suitable for drinking 
purposes. If a body of salt water is 
placed in the open air, the vapor pass-. 
ing off.from it it is fresh, while the 
salt becomes crystallized and precipi- 
tated. Because the water in the ocean 


earth, is no reason that it should be 
taken into the stomach with food any 
mineral substances. 

The question is, does the system as- 
similate salt—does it make flesh, blood 
or bone, or does it have to be elimi- 
nated through the pores of 
skin and other channels? Because 
we find foreign substances, salt, alco- 
hol, etc., in the circulation and in the 
tissues of the body, is no evidence that 
they ought to be there. They have 
been taken into the stomach and they 
Are traveling to get out of the system. 
Tea, coffee, spices, tobacco and splrit- 
uous liquors, although largely used 
among civilized (7) nations, are arti- 
ficial, superfluous; injurious. Their 
use medicinally in some cases may be 
admissible.

Keeping Cattle Clean. 


(Southern Cultivator:) If one half 
is true that the scientists tell us about 
the extreme susceptibility of milk to 
ance ot Keep cows clean cannot be 
exaggerated. 

Assuming that, for their own com- 
fort and for the sake of keeping the 
milk clean, the cows are to be brushed 
and groomed, where and when shall 
it de done? it in the stable where 
they are to be milked; then the atmos- 

here of ‘the les must soon be 
oaded with the dust and dirt, brushed 
or carded from the, cows, and the milk 
is more likely to be contaminated than 
if the filth had ben allowed to stay on 
the cows. The practice in good horse 
stables‘is to take the horse out of the 
stall for grooming. 

The cow needs g ing more than 
the horse, and in the opinion of the 
Jersey Bulletin, it is of vastly more 
importance to those who are to drink 
her milk. Certainly, then, the cow is 
entitled to as much pains as the horse, 
and s be groomed in a separate 
place from that in which she is milked. 
For this purpost an open shed is per- 
haps the best. As a practical test of 
the value of grooming cows, we sug- 
gest that those who doubt it make a 
fair trial by carefully weighing the 
milk of two or three cows for three 
weeks or thirty days without grooming 
them, and then, grooming them thor- 
oughly for the same time, note if there 
is any perceptible difference that can 
can be fairly attributed to the groom- 
ing. That the Cows will feel better, 
look better and really be better off, we 
have not the least doubt. |

Barley-an a Food for Milk. 


As barley is sueh a prominent feed- 
ing grain in California, we like to set 
forth whatever is available as to its 
general nutritive standing. Prof. F. 
W. Woll of the Wisconsin Experiment 
Station, writing bn the subject to 
Hoard’s Dairyman, shows that barley 
is the main cereal crop in the North- 
ern European countries, and is there- 
fore considered a very valuable feed 
both for fattening and for milk and 
butter-producing stock. It is not fed 
as much to milch cows as to swine, 
since wheat bran may generally be had 
at the same, or less, cost and is often 
preferred by dairymen, even when 
there is no difference’ in the price of 
the two feeds. When fed to milch cows 
barley is preferably’ ground medium 
fine, or at any nate crushed. It should 
be fed dry. Instead of feding it alone, 
& mixture of barley and oats, sown, 
harvested and ground together, is of- 
ten fed, the ratio between the two ce- 
reals being’ as one to ‘two, or as two 
of barley to three of oats, by weight. 
This feed is considered of greater value 
to milch cows than pure barley, since 
the slightly constipating tendency of 


» | barley is counteracted by feeding oats

Barley has a benéficial effect on the 
quality et both milk and butter, and, 
like all more important grain foods, 
may be fed safely to the various 
classes. of farm animals, whenever its 
price ig such as to allow it to be used 
to advantage as a stock food. In the 
Northwestern States barley is primarily 
grown for malting purposes, and 
where a good quality of grain is har- 
vested, it doubtless pays better-to dis- 
pose of the crop in this way, rather 
than to feed it to stock. But where a 
second-grade article is produced, or 
w „is the case at the present 
time, the market price of barley is ab- 
ormally low, the most economical way 
o utilize the crop is to feed it on the 
farm, to -horses, fattening sheep or 
swine, or to milch cows.

How to Kill Jack Rabbits. ; 
(Paul. H. Steade in San Francisco 
Chronicle:) The jack rabbit is a great 
enemy, not only of the general farmer, 
but of the fruit-grower and market- 
gardener. The damage done by them 
in this State reaches large sums annu- 
ly. There are a number of megns of 
fighting them, but mostly quite expen- 


sive and sometimes a good rabbit- 


proof“ fence does not seem to hinder 
them much. Here in the foothills they 
are a great nuisance; Some of the or- 
chardists seek to protect their trees by 
rubbing the bark with bloody raw meat 
or liver, but unless done once a week 
at least this does no good. There is no 
help but poison, and as this involves 
danger to domestic animals it is seldom 
tried. I have, however, been success- 
ful in this way, and as my neighbors, 
keep asking how I do it, I. gave my 
method for the benefit of the readers of 
the Chronicle. : 

I save in the spring a supply of culls 
and small apples, which usually last 
me until the early summer apples be- 
gin to fall. I then prepare a sufficient 
number of sharpened sticks ten or 
twelve inches in length, and buy one- 
eighth of an ounce of strychnine, cost- 
ing me here 2% cents. This will do for 


from 250 to 500 rabbits. I cut the ap- 


ples in halves and upon one-half put a 
few of thecrystals of strychnine—a very 
little is sufficleént—and ‘then rub the two 
halves together. until the strychnine is 
well distributed over the cut surfaces. 
I then put them on the Sharpened sticks 
and stick them in the ground near the’ 


trees or vegetables to be protected.“

In setting them near the house where 
children or chickens are running about, 
I put them out only at nights, choosing | 
moonlight nights, when I can, ‘counting 
the sticks carefully and recording the 
number.

bring in the same number I put out. I 
put out twelve pieces one night and 
found eight gone in the morning, and 
soon picked up eight jack rabbits in the 
space of one acre. If the strychnine 
is good and fresh, the rabbits will sel- 
dom go far—often not more than ten 
feet from the spot where they ate it. 

I bury the rabbits as I find them, but 
zus J am unable to get them all my dogs 
oud cats eat a good many, but they 

ave been eating them for years with 
can see. In protecting 
the orchard I put the apples entirely 
around the edge, about twenty-five 
feet apart. seem to do well on 
rabbits killed by strychnine, but the 
strychnine itself must be guarded very 
closely, for a neighbor of mine who 
has had experience tells me it takes but 
little more of it to kill a horse than to 
kill a rabbit. - 

In putting strychnine on plants or 
leaves, wet the plants, then dip a sharp- 
ened and wetted stick in the strych- 
nine bottle and sufficient crystals will 
adhere to effectually poison the plant 
when dropped upon the leaves. I pro-

the eryptoscope by Prof. Salvioni of 
the University of Perugia. By means 
or this instrument Prof. Salvioni claims 
that he can actually see the bones ot 
bead living body, or hidden objects, 
through the aid of Roentgen rays. The: 
eryptoscope is simply a black card- 
board tube, coated inside with a 
Anorescent matter, such as barium 
® platino-cyanide or sulphate of calcium. 
At one end is a lens, which enables 
N the observer to see the fluorescent sur- 
face. The object to be examined is 
10 placed in the light of a Crookes tube, 
and the observer looks at it through 
: the cryptoscope from.a suitable dis- 
® tance. On the fluorescent cardboard, 
4 which is excited by the Roentgen 
0 rays passing through the object, 
the shadows. can be seen by the eye 
1 as though they were developed on a 
1 Photographie plate. A duplicate in- 
strument, made and tested in Rome, 
is said to have shown the bones in the 
‘hand, the coins in a purse or in the 
® clenched hand. The essential fact in 
8 the instrument is the substitution of a 
= phosphorescent or fluorescent screen for 
Pe the photographic plate, allowing the 
rays. which pass through the body to 
(fall on the screen and excite phos- 
phoresecence in it, according to their 
str@hgth, just as they excite more or 
Jess chemical actéon in the sensitive 
| plate. If this invention turns out to 
be all that is claimed for it, it will be 
of infinite value to medical men in that

HARDRNING STEEL BY GAS. 


by gas appears to be making great 
headway in France. It is well known 
that gas, under great heat, deposits 
carbon in solid form. Upon this depend 
its light effects, and also the forma- 
tion of the so-called retort-graphites, 
a thick covering of pure carbon on the 
Walls of the gaslight retorts. This de- 
posit is left by the gas which strikes 
the retort walls. This fact is the basis 
of the new invention, by which steel 
armor plates are cemented together. 
A very important matter in the produc- 
tion of armor platés is to have them 
comparatively soft inside and hard 
outside. This hardening is obtainable | 
by the application of carbon: Formerly, 
the process of hardening consisted in 
covering the plates with layers of coal 
and heating them till they glowed. In 
the mew process, two. plates are put 
into a furnace, one on top of the other, 
with a hollow space between. This 


space is made gas-tight by means of 


asbestos packing put on around the 
edges, and the plates are heated red- 
ot, while a stream of light gas is 
ured into the hollow space. The car- 
bon thrown out by the gas is greedily 
taken up by the glowing sites until 
they are thickly covered. The depth. 
of this carbon covering can be regu-. 
lated by the amount of gas admitted. 
In order to secure regular and uniform 
action during the process, and to pre- 
vent the pipes that carry the gas to 
the hollow space from abgorbing any. 
of the carbon, they dre insulated in 
| other pipes through which water is 
constantly circulating. Steps are now 
being taken to apply this simple and 
rapid-carbonizing process to many 
ether branches of the steel industry. 
TAKING CARE OF THE EYES. 
An eye expert says: Don't read 
while you are traveling; but if you will 
read, let it be books or newspapers 
with the largest type you can get hold 
of. Reading in a car in motion is also 
much easier and less injurious if a 
large card or an envelope be held just 
under each line you are reading: and 
moved down as each line is read. 
The use of tinted writing papers is 
very beneficial to the eyes, but the 
colors chosen should be gray, neutral 
tint or bluish green; reddish brown, 
pink, yellow or strongly-yellowish green 
should be avoided. Those who suffer 
in any way from impaired vision, and 
“Shave much writing to do, should use 
the ‘typewriter. “The writer can lean 
back in a chair and change from one 
position to another without ceasing 40 
work, and there is none of the eramp- 
ing effects upon different sets of mus- 
cles inseparable from ordinary. writing.

PHOTOGRAPHING THE PASSAGE 
OF A BULLET THROUGH GLASS. 
Prof. Boys has made a beautiful. 


series of photographs of the Lee-Met- 


ford bullet as it passed through a one- 
fourth-inch sheet of glass. A disc of 
glass, one-half the diameter of the bul- 
let, which was .303-inch calibre, was 
cut out of the sheet by the air wave 
before the bullet touched it. All around 
the hole thus made, the glass was 
erushed into powder and driven back- 
ward. One picture showed the glass 
clinging to the bullet for some time 
after it had passed through, the disc 
being driven on in front of the air 
wave at the point. Another photograph 
showed that the remainder of the glass 
sheet was intact after the bullet had 
passed on for.a distance of nine inches. 
When the bullet had reached sixteen 
inches further the sheet of glass.

A MOTOR TO REDUCE THE LABOR 
OF SEWING MACHINES. 

Sewing machines are usually driven 

by a treadle, to which one or both of 


the feet may, be. applied. 


This an- 


swers very well for the’ stitiching of 
exceptionally stout materials and for 
the purposes of various machines 
driven with.the foot by men such as 
turners and printers, but for average 
sewing work, it has the drawback of 
requiring more effort than is necessary. 
The extra fatigue caused in this way 
is a serious consideration in the case 
of females employed all day long at the 
machine. A modified treadle has been 
introduced by which the labor of the 
worker will be Breatly economized 
without any sacrifice of efficiency. The 
ordinary treadle is horizontal when ‘at 
rest and has to be forcibly depressed 
by the foot in order to turn a flywheel 
by means of a crank. In the new sys- 
tem the flywheel and crank are, re- 
tained, but the horizontal treadle is re- 
placed by @ vertical one, which is 
hinged to the under side. of the table 
on whith the machine rests, and hangs 
down almost to the floor, where it ends 
in a horizontal platform for the foot. 
The worker’s foot is not moved up and 
down to drive the machine by pressing 
the treadle, but produces the same ef- 
fect with less labor by a gentle swing- 
ing of the foot backward and forward. 
The muscles chiefly employed are the 
flexors and extensors of the knee joint, 
and the weight of the foot and leg is 
supported by the platform on which 
the foot rests. One of the most impor- 
tant points in the new motor is that in 
operating it the continual movement 
of the thigh, inevitable under the pres- 
ent system, is so diminished as to be 
hardly perceptible. Seamstresses, who 
sit all day at the machine, find ‘that 
the to-and-fro movement of the foot is 
much less exhausting than the old 
alternate were move- 
ment. ~

Of its value 
to health there is no doubt, and it 
would be easy to supply it to hospitals 
and to schools for swimming-baths. |

CLOSE CORPORATIONS. It is too 
often the case that the officials of in- 
corporated companies are inclined to 
treat the smaller stockholders as if 
they were presumptuous whenever they 
seek for information in regard to the 
affairs of the company, outside of the, 
formal statements which are occasion- 
ally issued by the directors. In a New 
York financial paper a well-known firm. 
of stock brokers has the following sensi- 
ble remarks on this subject: : 
“Corporate managers are keen to of- 
fer every facility to get capital in- 
vested in the stocks and bonds of their 
companies, and they generally like to 
see active quotations at the stock ex- 
change. Too often, however, they act, 
as if that completed their duty, and 
the simple inquirer for information is 
met with elevated eyebrows, and an as- 
sumed surprise that such curiosity 
should be indulged in by mere outside 
stockholders, If objection is made 
when information is refused, the indig- 
nant official submits the query of the 
Tweed regime: ‘What are you going 
to do about it? People are getting 
pretty weary of this course, and in 
time a remedy. will be found. Indeed, 
improvement has been going on for 
some time, but there are numerous fla- 
grant offenders yet, and the fact is 
brought out more clearly by the situa- 
tion in the Baltimore and Ohio.”

‘ COMMERCIAL. 
THE ORANGE CROP. Late esti- 
mates place the orange crop of the sea- 
son which is now coming to a close at 
about 6000 carloads.
